The :fccumulated literature on the tests, together with the 
associated MiH Uill l ocahularv Jests, is almost impossible 
tiHocate by conveiitional means, Those whomse the tests, 
especially those engaged in rcsearelu will nonetheless want 



to know what has hejen doiie in related areas. Raven's own 
files have^ow been used as the bVsisdor a Researcher's 
Bdiliography which has been brought up-to-date by a com- 
prehensive .search oft he literature. . 

The Researcher s bibliography is coinpicte to December 
1971 . and assembles some* 400 references toget her with 
brief abstracts' or summaries which indicate the areas of 
investigation andonany of the findings. Classification in- 
dicates the gen eraj field of relevance and where norms are 
published. The. jntending researcher can follow^what has 
been done, avoid unnecessary duplication of work. and see 
where research is indicated.
